The  Ambulance  Control  for  the  area  is  situated  at  Bishop  Auckland  and 
is  staffed  .over  the  24  hours  by  a team  of  4 Clerk  Telephonists. 

Nurs ing  Ar rangeme nt s . - Under  Section  25  of  the  National  HealtLi  Service 
Act,  T946,  the  provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Service  became  the  responsibility 
of  Local  Health  Authorities  as  from  the  5th  duly,  1948.  By  on  agreement 
concluded  with  the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association,  the  Durham  County 
Council  have  delegated  this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association, 
v/hich  nov/  operates  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  This  arrangement  has  necessitated  the  Intergration  and 
co-ordination  by  the  County  Nursing  Association  of  the  services  formerly 
provided  by  individual  district  nursing  associations  and  the  transfer  of 
administration  to  the  County  Association, 

The  arrangements  v/hereby  the  domiclllarj''  midwifery  service  in  certain 
areas  of 'the  County  v/as  provided  on  an  agency  basis  by  district  nursing 
associations  are  continued  under  Section  23  of  the  National  Health' Service 
Act,  1946,  v/ith  the  County  Nursing  Association  acting  as  the  agent. 

Both  services  arc  nor;  available  free  of  charge.
